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THE LATE J.. H. McMATION. 


A Tribute of Friendship. 


BY LEON. TROUSDALE. 


Jesse H. McMahon was born in the 
town of Franklin, county of William- 
son, on the 5th of April, 1812. At the 
time of his death, he was consequently 
in his 57th year. At an early age he 
was entered in the office of Henry Van 
Pelt, Esq., as an apprentice to the print- 
ing business. Mr. Van Pelt was an able 
and distinguished editor and one of the 
The friend- 
ship formed between him and young 
McMahon was of the most sincere, 
kindly and lasting character, never suf- 
fering the slightest interruption, from 
the many fierce political contests in 
which they subsequently engaged as ed- 
itors respectively of the APPEAL and 
Enquirer at Memphis. It is a strik- 


ing proof of the independent character 


of the young protege and, at the same 
time, of that unalterable fixedness of 
friendship which he cherished, that in 


the division of parties in this State, first 


into Jackson and anti-Jackson and sub- 
uently into Whig and Democratic, he 
held fast to his political convictigns, 
while he never turned his back upon his 
old friend. The first newspaper estab- 
lished by the young printer and editor 
was called the “ Zruth Teller.” It was 
ublished at Jackson, then a rising vil- 
ls, and celebrated for no little of talent 
at the bar and other professions and for 
the enterprise of its merchants. It was 
Whig in politics, and was unquestionably 
one of those strong germs of Whiggery 
which afterwards grew to such stalwart 
proportions in the State. In 1835-6 the 
Truth Teller warmly espouséd the cause 
of Hugh L. White against Martin Van 
Buren. It was in that campaign that 
McMahon won his reputation for an able 
and eloquent political writer and at- 
tracted towards him the esteem and ad- 
miration of the great Whig leaders. of 
the State. In 1836 he went out as a 
volunteer to the Florida (Seminole) War, 
having been chosen to command a com- 
any in Col. A. B. Bradford's regiment, 
y his comrades from Jackson. After 
an experience of considerable exceite- 
ment and some tedium in the hammocks 
of Florida, during which some three or 
four battles and skirmishes were fought 
almost breast deep in water, in which 
McMahon and his company bore an hon- 
orable part, he returned to Tennessee, 
and having been solicited to take charge 
of the Republican Banner, then the 
central Whig organ of the State, he re- 
moved to Nashville and fora year and a 
half bore the brunt of political and par- 
tisan warfare ; after which he removed 
to Memphis, then a small trading town, 
atthe mouth of Wolf. This was about 
the year 1838. He soon after joined a 
ty, composed of Mr. Dooley, the late 

no. B. Moseley and B. F. Dill in estab- 
It was 
a journal for the times, racy and redo- 
lent of genius. Its columns sparkled 


the best effusions of McMahon's 


fertile mind and the highest inspirations 
of his eloquence. Fact and fancy were 
g0 blended and interwoven as to create 
lights and shadows in the political land- 
scape which more resembled the fairy- 
like creations of the painter, with the 
warm coloring of a fervid, yet chaste 
fancy, the far-reaching perspective of a 
political philosopher, the pure English 
of an Addison or a Goldsmith and the 
high purpose and burning enthusiasm of 
a poet.. No man was ever more devoted 
to the Whig party, yet none ever more 
scorned the mere trickery and intrigue 
of party management. So zealous was 
he to push his party upon its own merits 
and to go before the country, relying 
upon truth and reason to win his tri- 
umph, that he came near, on more than 
one occasion, kicking the party traces. 
Yet he never dreamed of disloyalty to 
Whiggery. If he had been driven tocarry 
out his purpose, he would have rebuilt 
the Whig altars in his own household 
and erected therein the statue of Harry 
of the West as the patron saint of his 
cause and Chevalier Bayard of his imag- 
ination. His horror of Democracy was 
fully equal to his love for Whiggery. If 
he ever used the choicest expletives in 
social life, it was when he referred to the 
Democracy, which he averred had ruined 
the country. While doing so earnestly 
and as a firmly-rooted conviction, it was 
always said, without offense to those who 
knew him and differed from him. On 
these occasions of unreserve, he uni- 
formly avowéd himself a Hamiltonian in 
principle, expressing the belief that 
nothing but a strong Government could 
ever save the Republic. 

“Col. McMahon was subsequently con- 
nected with the Hagle and Enquirer, 
and was the founder of the Memphis 
Morning Bulletin, in whose paternity 
he took great pride. All of these jour- 
nals not only eae a conspicuous part 
in the political contests of the State, but

He never faltered, never doubted that a 
glorious success would crown each one 
of these labors. And he was thus far a 
prophet among men. Very early in his 
career, with the chivalry and courtesy of 
his nature, which was inborn, he espoused 
the then unequal cause of Mrs. Edmund 
Pendleton Gaines against the vested 
rights of the millionaires of New Or- 
leans. The suit, which was protracted 
through twenty years, to restore to the 
legitimate heir of Daniel Clark his im- 
mense property, and which was prose- 
cuted with such undaunted heroism by 
Mrs. Gaines, until she gained the most 
complete and wonderful triumph known 
to the annals of the law, became known 
to the public chiefly through the efforts 
and ability of Col. McMahon. He was 
her unsleeping ally and faithful aid-de- 
camp on every field of her long and har- 
rassing campaigns with the lawyers and 
the bench. He breathed into the writ- 
ten sketches of her efforts the soul of 
chivalry and the inspiration of romance. 
No articles, ever written on this conti- 
nent, were more extensively copied into 
the contemporaneous press or were more 
acceptable to the public, which entered 
into the full spirit of their generous 
author and joined in sympathy with their 
courageous subject. Col. McMahon lived 
to see the long labors of years culmi- 
nate in a clean victory for his friend. 
His pen became enlisted and his busy 
and large brain interested in this gener- 
ous work long before he married the 
relative of Mrs. Gaines. This alliance 
was rather the result than the cause of 
his zeal and friendship for this noble 
woman. But whether as friend or kins- 
man he was equally true to his espousal 
of the almost sublime faith which marked 
his-championship of the weak and de- 
fenseless against the most unequal odds. 
It isa chaplet, bright and untading, to 
adorn his name and keep his memary 
fresh in the hearts of all who esteem un- 
swerving friendship and constant devo- 
tion. Whatever may have been his 
errors, and they were perhaps as few and 
venial as fall to the lot of most mortals, 
he always wore in his heart that “ dew 
of youth” which makes vernal forever 
the first affections, and sparkles more 
brightly in the character than diamonds 
in the coronet of kings. 


There is another very marked trait of 
Col. MeMahon, which we should scarcely 
be pardoned, were we to omit mentaon 
of. It was his uniform high-toned\ and 
punctilious courtesy towards his brothers 
of the Press, and towards all whom he 
was compelled to oppose or whose senti- 
ments he was called on to combat. Not 
that he eschewed legitimate repartee and 
all the armory which it may properly 
command, to assure victory and dis- 
comfit an antagonist. And much less 
was he averse to earnest and racy con- 
troversy with ‘foemen worthy of his 
steel.” But he most heartily despised 
black- guardism, personality, without a 
strong moving cause, and the argumen- 
tum ad hominem, in all its phases, unless 
it related to the public acts of public 
men, in which case he thought it fell 
within the legitimate province and clear 
duty ofan untrammelled press. In this 
channel he constantly aimed, and not 
without considerable success, to confine 
the Press, and thus to impart to it dig- 
nity, usefulness and the support and en- 
couragement of the most refined and in- 
telligent classes of thecommunity. The 
Press of the Southwest, and especially 
of Tennessee, is indebted to him, for 
much of the high-tone and esprit du 
corps, Which it has possessed. -Though 
not strictly a literary man, having been 
engaged for thirty years as a political 
and public journalist, the style of Col. 
McMahon was decidedly one of the best 
models of composition, being perspi- 
cuous, pure, sparkling and elevated. 
His writings would be prized in any 
lyceum or library, if properly collated 
and printed in a convenient form. There 
are many excerpts which rise to the 
highest reach of prose composition—in 
expression, in sentiment, in argument 
and appeal. We hope to see the day 
when they will be rescued from’ the 
oblivion which seems to be the fate of 
the productions of the daily Press by 
some one who has leisure and oppor- 
tunity to do a simple justice to one of 
our most distinguished and _ gifted 
Editors, and to confer a grateful benefit 
upon those who have been accustomed 
to admire his productions and to love 
and esteem their author. It is well 
known that he was one of the very last 
of the Union men of Tennessee who 
succumbed to the storm of revolution 
and then not until a fratricidal contest 
was inevitable. He braved obloquy and 
peril in the maintenance of his honestly 
entertained views. And when the wild 
winds commenced to blow he ranged 
himself by the side of his kith and 
countrymen with asad heart, but with 
all his warm sympathies aroused for his 
friends and neighbors. He performed 
his duty bravely and truly until the 
cause was lost, when he returned to 
Memphis and again grasped the helm of 
Journalism, amid the stormy billows 
which the late furious tempest had 
evoked. Accepting the position of 
chief editor of the APPEAL, he pursued 
the same calm course of conservatism 
and indited the same vigorous and wise 
essays, tempered with sadness and dis- 
trust itis true, which had distinguished 
his early and emblazoned his middle 
career. In descending the Western arc 
of the career of life, clouds often dimmed 
the effulgence of his sun, but the lumi- 
nary, which had shed such brightness in 
its past ascent to the zenith of its fame, 
could not suffer eclipse. It often broke, 
with former refulgence, through the 
refting and flying storm-signais and 
poured forth its light in undiminished 
ray, leaving as it passed on to another 
mist—a silver lining—a beautiful halo 
to the veil which obscured it. 

There be many of us with whom his 
warm and honest greeting, his sunny 
smile of welcome, his hearty shake of 
the hand and his wise and virtuous 
counsel will ever remain, in living re- 
membrance. He has met the Destroyer 
before us, but. we fancy he fought +. 
last battle with the foe with the same 
loftiness of bearing in which he tilted 
with human antagonists; and when he 
knew the time for surrender had come, 
prepared himself with the armor of 
righteousness to explore that mysterious 
terra incognita—the Hereafter, with dili- 
gence and awe, clothed in the garments

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soul may honestly put on in .entering 
upon unexplored and unknown glories 
beyond this world of blight. His head 
lies draped by the solemn festoon of 
Death. But we often meet him in the 
mysterious vigils of the soul; and thus 
feel that, though departed, he still lives. 


The Chromo-Lithographic Pro- 


To many who admire the all but per- 
fect chromos now exhibited by our. lead- 
ing publishers, the process by which 
they are produced is still a mystery. 
For the benefit. of these we shall describe 
it. as intelligently as we can in the 
limitad space permitted us. 

The inventor of lithography was a 
German, named Senefelder, and to whom, 
also, we owe the first effort at chromo- 
lithograph, or, as he ealled it, Mosa’c 
printing. This was seventy years ago. 
The pictures of to-day are the result of 
steady labor in the improvement of the 
art since then. For the better under- 
standing of the more elaborate process 
of to-day, it will be necessary to explain 
the simple one out-of which, in the 
course of years, it has gradually grown. 

The stone upon which the drawings 
were made, fifty years ago, is the same 
now used. It is a species of limestone 
found, but in finest grain, we believe, in 
Bavaria. It is capable of a very fine 
polish, and is prepared for the litho- 
grapher in slabs of various thicknesses, 
according to the size, and the pressure 
to which it is to be subjected. To pro- 
duce ordinary lithographic effects from 
this stone, the writing or drawing is 
done upon it, or transferred to it, in a 


certain preparation of ink which adheres 


firmly to it on being treated chemically 
by the workmen. This done the stone 
is whetted, but the writing or drawing 
owing to its resinous character rejects 
the moisture. The ordinary inking 
roller of the printer is thén passed over 
the stone. The wet portion of the stone 
refuses to receive the ink for which the 
writing or drawing has ready affinity, 
and is thus prepared as types are to be 
transferred to paper in the ordinary 
way. 
For the chromo process, instead of 
ink, the drawing is made with a prepa- 
ration of soap, which adheres to the 
stone as the ink does, and repels the 
water and receives the color in like 
manner. To produce some of our finest 
chromos, sometimes as many as twenty 
different stones are required—one for 
each well-detined tint seen in the com- 
pleted picture. The first stone prepared 
is that on which is laid the faint ground 
tint, in which there is but the faint re- 
semblance of the picture that is to be. 
The next contains the shades of another 
color characteristic of the painting ; the 
next the variations of another color, still 
more prominent in the original, and so 
on until the highest effects of color are 
secured. This preparation of the shades 
upon the different stones, and of the 
colors used to produce them, calls not 
only for the nicest skill in all employed 
at it, but also for atrue sense of the 
beautiful in art, on the part of the super- 
intending workman. ‘The stones, thus 
prepared, are ready for the printing pro- 
cess, and this is one that calls for 
scarcely less skilland no lesscare. The 
paper has to be specially prepared for 
this work, and must be of the finest 
quality. The stone which contains the 
delicate shadowing of the picture—that 
first referred to—is now put in the press, 
the roller with this ground tint color 
passed over it, and a number of impres- 
sious taken. These have to be put away 
carefully to dry before they can be pass- 
ed over the second stone, which will ad- 


vance them another stage; and so on, 
at each step, the picture approaching in 


likeness to the original, of which it is to 
be a fac simile, as near as possible. As 
it takes fully a week to dry the sheets 
after some of these printings, it can be 
readily understood that the process is a 
slow one, many months being frequently 
required in the printing of an important 
picture. One of the nicest difficulties, 
perhaps, in a process which is difficult 
throughout, is the proper adjustment of 
the unfinished picture on each successive 
stone, as the slightest deviation from its 
precise position would, of course, mis- 
place the shade of color then being laid, 
and so ruin the effect. A further proof 
of the delicacy of *handling, skill and 
artistic knowledge required to develop a 
good chromo will be recognized by the 
careful examination of one. It will be 
seen that many of the most delicate tints 
are produced by the passing of one color 
over another, in this way producing often 
a hundred distinct shades of color in a 
single picture. Blues passing over yel- 
lows, give us many tinted greens; blues 
over reds, purples; reds over blacks, 
browns; over yellows, orange, and so 
on ad infinitum. 


Siatistics of the Hindoos. 


In January, 1865, a census of the 
inhabitants of the Northwestern Prov- 
inces of British India was taken, with 
enumeration of their occupations, after 
the manner of the English tables. The 
population in number came out as equal 
to that of the United Kingdom, or 
rather more than 30,000,000 of souls. 
The total number of persons supported 
by the community was found to be 540,- 
013, many of whom returned themselves 
under these curious callings: Beggars, 
479,015 ; prostitutes, 26,806; eunuchs, 
2,251; pimps, 321; mourners, 29; alms- 
takers, 111; pedigree-makers, 28; flat- 
terers for gain, 226 ; vagabond, 1 ; house 
painters, 16; bud mashers, 974; grave- 
diggers, 97; ear piercers, 18; maker of 
caste marks, 51 ; wrestlers, 2; charmers, 
4; sturdy beggars, 35; professional 
thieves, 22 ; informer, 1 ; hangmen, 133; 
fortune tellers, 3; jesters, 851; astrol- 
ogers, 1,123; mimics, 259; divers, 142; 
miscellaneous, 22,532. The vast ma- 
jority are simply put down as beggars, 
but of “sturdy beggars”’ there were 
only thirty-five. Mourners, almstakers 
(classed apart from beggars), pedigree- 
makers, and flatterers for gain come in 
strange progression.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES.

WALTER SAVAGE LANDOR. 


His tall, broad, muscular, active 
frame was characteristic; and so was his 
head, with the strange elevation of the 
eyebrows, which expresses self-will as 
strongly in some cases as astonishment 
in others. Those eyebrows, mounting 
up till they comprehend a good portion 
ot the forehead, have been observed in 
many more paradoxical persons than 
one. Then there was the retreating but 
broad forehead, showing the deficiency 
of reasoning and speculative power, with 
the proponderance of imagination and a 
huge passion for destruction. The mas- 
sive self-love and self-will carried up his. 
head to something more than a dignified 
bearing—even to one of arrogance. His 
vivid and quick eye, and the thoughtful 
mouth, were fid®, and his whole air was 
that of a man distinguished in his own 
eyes certainly, but also in those of 
others. Tradition reports that he was 
handsome in his youth. Inage he was 
more. The first question about him 
usually was why, with his frame, and his 
courage, and his politics, and his social 
position, he was not in the army. One 
reply mighty be, that he could neither 
obey nor co-operate ; another was, that’ 
his godfather, Gen. Powell, wished it ; 
and Landor therefore preferred some- 
thing else. As for that something else 
—his father offered him £400 a year to 
study law, and reside in the Temple for 
that purpose, whereas he would give him 
only £150 if he would not; and of 
course, he took the £150, and went as 
far as he well could from the Temple— 
that is, to Swanses. | 

He employed many scores of laborers 
on his Welch estates, made roads and 
planted, and built a house which cost 
him £8000. -He set his heart upon 
game-preserving (of all pursuits for a 
democratic republican, ) and had at times 
twenty keepers out upon the hills at 
night, watching his grouse; but, with 
12,000 acres of land, he never. saw a 
grouse on his table. His tenants 
cheated him, he declared, and destroyed 
this plantation ; and though he got rid 
of them, he left, not only Wales, but 
Great Britian, in wrath.

The Political Apostle of the day had 
the sagacity which was not remarkable 
in the Moral Reformer.

Of Lord Macaulay, she writes : | 

lie was the son of that excellent man, 
Zachary Maculay, whose honored name 
is inseparably connected with the Anti- 
Slavery movement of the beginning of 
the century. Strance as the saying may 
seem, there is, in our minds, no doubt 
that his parentage was his great dis- 
advantage, and the source of the com- 
parative unfruitfulness of his splendid 
powers. Zachary Macaulay sacrificed 
fortune, health, time, peace, and quiet, 
and reputation, in behalf of the great 
philanthropic enterprise of his time; 
and, instead of his distinguished qualities 
being perpetuated in his son, the reaction 
from them was as marked as often hap- 
pens in the case of the children of 
eminent men. We see the son of re- 
marakably pious clergymen grow up to 
be men of the world; the sons of 
metaphysical or spiritual philosophers 
make a rush to the laboratory, or wander 
about the world, hammer in hand to 
chip atits rocks. The sons of mathe- 
maticians turn to art; and the families 
of statesmen bury themselves in distant 
counties, and talk like graziers of bul- 
locks and breeders of sheep. The child 
of a philanthropist, Thomas Macaulay 
wanted heart ; this was the one deficiency, 
which lowered the value of all his other 
gifts. He never suspected the deficiency 
himself; and he might easily b> un- 
aware of it; for he had kindliness, and 
for any thing we know, a good temper ; 
but of the life of the heart he knew 
nothing. He talked about it, as Dr. 
Blacklock, the blind poet, wrote descrip- 
tions of scenery—with a complete con- 
viction that he knew all about it ; but 
the actual experience was absent.

Swedenborgianism—What it Is 
and what it is Not, 
From the Independent. ]} 

The popular ignorance and prejudice 
concerning the doctrines of what its dis- 
ciples call the “ New Church,” but what 
is far more generally known by the 
name of its eminent founder, as the 
Swedenborgian Church, afford _a curious 
illustration of the ‘“ odium theotogicum.”’ 
Few persons who have not made them 
the subject of special study know at all 
what these doctrines are. Even the well 
informed clergymen have sometimes a 
vague notion that they are “ spirtualis- 
tic,” or “ infidel,” or “ unitarian ;” and 
‘“Swedenborgianism” and “ free love,” 
and ‘socialism’ are most singularly in- 
termixed in the minds of a good many 
people who ought to be better informed 
concerning the character of a denomina- 
tion which is really characterized by 
nothing more than the excellent lives 
and pure characters of most of its ad- 
herents. So far from being amenable 
to the. charge of immortality, the 
theology of Swedenborgianism insists 
with great strenuousness upon interior. 
purity of heart. So far from being 
Unitarian, it recognizes in Jesus, the 
only one living and true God, the In- 
finite and Divine Spirit, not united with 
a human nature, but simply taber- 
nacled ina human body. So far from 
being “ infidel,’ the Swedenborgians pay 
to the written Word a reverence only baie 
than that paid by the ancient Jews to 
his sacred scriptures. So far from be- 
ing ‘‘spiritualistic,” ‘they denounce 
spiritualism with a vigor intensified by 
their mystical faith, of a dealing with 
evil spirits, the very sin punishable with 
death under the Mosaic code. Swedep- 
borgianism is the very antipodes of Ra. 
tionalism. The one recognizes reason 
a3 the supreme arbiter in religion; the 
other founds religious beliefs on faith.. 
The Rationalktst ideality and marvelous- 
ness are almost wholly wanting; in the 
Swedenborgian they: predominate. The 
Kationalists are critics; the Swedenbor- 
gians are men of imagination. In the 
Rationalist number among them a large 
proportion of the scientists; to the 
standard of Swedenborg flock quantities 
of poets, artists, musicians. “His church 
is composed of men of refined and cul- 
tured tastes, rather than skeptical or 
vigorous understandings. To the one, 
religion is a science; to the other a 
oem. 
W hoever desires to understand modern 
theology, and the elements which have 
contributed to its formation, has need to 
study the writings of Emanuel Sweden- 
borg. Whatever minister desires to un- 
derstand modern religious thought in 
his own congregation must know some- 
thing of Swedenborgianism, though he 
has not a Swedenborgian in his parish. 
It is not likely he will ever become a 
convert to the new church. It is not 
probable he will ever have to warn 
others against it. But he needs none 
the less to be acquainted both with its 
truths and its errors. In the former he 


will find much from which he can ob- | 


tain useful instruction. In the latter he 
will find mach which he strives in vain 
to comprehend. | 

To our thought, the best work for 
such investigations is Swedenborgian’s 
“True Christian Religion.” It is to 
Swedenborgianism what Calvin’s “ In- 
stitute’ are toCalvinism. It affords the 
entire theology of the New Church in 
an authentic and authoritative form. Of 
course he who desires to familiarize him- 
self with that theology will investigate 
special doctrines further in special 
treatises. But he who desires simply to 
have in a comprehensive form the 
general teachings of Swedenborg has 
them in these two handsome volumes. 
They are far better for the student than 
any more modern treatises by subsequent 
writers. For, though Swedenborg has 
many enthusiastic followers, he has pro- 
duced no original thinkers. We have 
found very little valu¢ in the works of 
his disciples, save that they translates 
into modern phraseology the thought 
of their leader. To gather these 
thoughts from the library of volumes he 
gave to the world, requires a painstak- 
ing study that few but his disciples have 
patience to give. But every catholic. 
theologian who desires to traee theology 
to its source, and to acquaint himself 
with the teachings of other churches 
than his own, should, if his means 
enables him to do so, make room for this 
work upon his library shelves.

Opium Eating in New York. 


The use of the pernicious drug is not 
confined to the men ; there are hundreds 
and thousands of women who are in the 
daily habit of intoxicating themselves 
with it, and they are found in all grades 
of society, but chiefly among those who 
are not dependent upon their own exer- 
tions for their support. Some of the 
drug stores up-town and in Brooklyn 
sell more opium to women than to mep, 
the latter buying chifly at the down-town 
shops. Not long ago a lady of one of 
the first families was arrested on the 
street for drunkenness and locked up in 
one of the stationhouses. She had all 
the appearances of being intoxicated, 
and the police very naturally concluded 
that she was of the fair but frail class, 
and the best thing to do with her was to 
lock her up. It turned out on investi- 
gation that she was wholly innocent of 
having swallowed fusil oil or anything of 
the sort, but had only been indulging in 
opium. The affair was hushed up, and 
the name of the lady did not appear in 
print. Two or three cases like this have 
occurred, and some of the police say 
that they have made several arrests under 
the mistaken impression that their sub- 
jects were suffering under too heavy 
stress of whisky. | 

Very few of the ladies who use opium 
venture into the street while under its 
influence, and the fact that these arrests 
occur in public, shows that the habit is 
very widely spread. Many of those ad- 
dicted to it conceal the fact from their 
nearest friends, while others are in the 
habit of meeting in little parties and 
having a social chew, just as some of the 
ladies down South used to indulge in 
social “dips.” Opium takes the place 
of snuff, and the parties generally get up 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. As 
opium does not lead to a head-breaking 
and combative intoxication, like whisky 
or other strong drink, the fair creatures 
do not, save in rare cases, disturb their 
neighbors while at these opium seances. 
An exception is sometimes found ; there 
was one a few months ago when the 
female inmates of a house on Fourteenth 
street fell to pulling each other’s hair 
and committing other preaches of pre- 
priety while under the influence of 
opium. But then it must be remarked 
that they were not, at best, the posses- 
sors of good characters. 

Men make. less concealment of the 
opium habit than women, and from their 
more frequent mingling in business 


‘affairs they are more liable to detection. 


I know several men in business who are 
in the habitual use of opium, and gen- 
erally carry neat little lamps in their 
pockets. The use of the drug gives 
them a certain nervousness of manner, 
which is probably the first sign to be 
discovered. Any metropolitan reader of 
this can probably call to mind from one 
to half a dozen men he has met whose 
manner indicates that they are no stran- 
gers to opium. I know two editors who 
use a great deal of the drug; one has 
not yet impaired his faculty with it, 
though he will do so before long; the 
other has taken so much of the narcotic 
that his brain is stupefied, and his 
thoughts often wander. Still he writes 
well and often brilliantly, and none who 
read his productions would imagine that 
they came from a head that is frequently 
more: than two-thirds insensible, while 
the body to which it belongs is in full 
activity.—‘ Waterloo’s”” New York let- 
ter to the Rochester Chronicle. 


The Spoiled Kobh-i-noor. 
From aljl the Year Round.) 

The Koh-i-noor has hitherto been a 
fatal jewel. Its history is well authen- 
ticated at every step. This stone of fate 
seems never to have been lost sight of 
from the days when Ala-ud-deen took it 
from the Rajahs of Malwa, five centuries 
and a half ago, to the day when it be- 
came a crown-jewel of England. Tradi- 
tion carries back its existence in the 
memory of India to the year 57 B.C.; 
and a still wilder legend would fain re- 
cognize in ita diamond first discovered 
near Masulipatam, in the bed of the 
Godavery, five thousand years ago. 

The Koh-i-noor is reported by Bader, 
the founder of the Mogul Empire, to 
have come into the Delhi treasury from 
the conquest of Malwa, in 1304. The 
Hindoos trace the curses and the ulti- 
mate ruin inevitably brought upon its 


successive possessors by the genius of 


this fateful jewel ever since it was first 
wrested from the line of Vikramaditya. 


‘If we glance over its history since 1304, 
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insane. 


its malevolent influence far excels that 
of the necklace for which Eriphyle be- 
trayed her husband, or the Eguus 
Scianus of Greek and Roman tradition. 
First falls the vigorous Patan, then the 
mighty Mogul Empire, and, with vastly 
accelerated ruin, the power of Nodir, of 


the Dosrance dynasty, and of the Sikh. 


Runject Singh, when it was in his pos- 
se€8S100y Was 80 convinced of the truth of 
this belief that, being satisfied with the 
enjoyment of it during his own life time, 
he sought to break through the ordi- 
nance of fate and the consequent de- 
struction of his family by bequeathing 
the stone to the shrine of Juggernaut 
for the good of his soul and the preser- 
vation of his dynasty. His successors 
would not give up the baleful treasure, 
and the last Maharajah is now a private 
gentleman. In 1850, in the name of the 
East India Company, since, in its turn, 
defunct, Lord Dalhousie presented the 
Koh-i-noor to Queen Victoria. 

Perhaps we should have been better 
without it. The Brahmins will hardly 
relinquish their fate in the malignant 
powers possessed by this stone, when 
they think of the speedily following 
Russian war, which annihilated the pres- 
tige of the British army, and the Sepoy 
mutiny three years later, which caused 
England’s existence as a nation to hang 
for months on the forbearance of one 
man. 


less at the exhibition in 1851, then 
weighing one hundred and eighty-six 
carats. Its recutting, performed in 
1822, though executed with the utmost 
skill and perfection, has deprived the 
stone of all its historical and miner- 
alogical interest. As a specimen of a 
gigantic diamond, whose native weight 
and form had been interfered with as 
little as possible, (for with Hindoo 
lapidaries the grand object is the preser- 
vation of weight,) it stood without a 
rival, save the Orloff, in Europe. As 
itis, in the place of the most ancient 
gem in the history of the world—older 
even than the Tables of the Law and 
the Breastplate of Aaron, supposing 
them still to exist—we get, according to 
Mr. Kink, a bad shaped, because too 


shallow, modern brilliant, a mere lady’s » 


bubble, of but second-rate water, for it 
has a grayish tinge, and, besides, inferior 
in weight to several, being now reduced 
to one hundred and two carats and a 


half. The operation of recutting was 
performed in London, under the care of 


the Messrs. Gerrards, the Queen's 
jewelers, who erected for that purpose a 
small four-horse steam engine on the 
premises. It was conducted by Voor- 
sanger and another skillful workman 
sent over by M. Coster from Amsterdam. 
In consequence of the advantage gained 
by using steam power, the actual cutting 
occupied no more than thirty-eight work- 
ing days—a striking contrast to the two 
years necessary for cutting the Pitt dia- 
mond by the old hand process. In some

Rossini’s Petite Messe. 
From the Lendon Musical World). 


This eagerly expected work was 
brought out at the Theater Italien on 
Sunday last with unqualified success. 
Mlle. Krauss, Madame Alboni, Signor 
Nicolini, and Signor Agnesi were the 
solo singers. Speaking of its rehearsal, 
the (Gazette Musicale says: “ The entire 
work bears the impress of genius, and 
made a profound impression.” So far 
good. 

Some details of the performance ap- 
pear in another column, but for an 
analysis of the music, our readers must 
wait with what patience may be possible. 
We are able, however, to partly gratify 
their natural curiosity about this ‘‘ Song 
of the Pesaro Swan.” Le Moniteur de 
l Orpheon has opportunely reproduced a 
notice from the able pen of Mons. A. 
Elwart, written when the work was first 
performed at the house of M. Pillet- 
Will in 1864. We shall translate just 
so much of this article as serves to out- 
line each numher : 

“The Kyrie,” says M. Elwart, “opens 
with an introduction in severe style, 
after which the instruments are silent, 
while the vocal quartet sings a Christe, 
written in the manner of Palestrina. 
The Gloria begins with a soprano solo. 
A very charming theme for the orchestra 
accompanies the voices in the Laudamus 
Te, ete. The Gratias, a trio for con- 
tralto, tenor, and bass, is one of the 
finest things in the work. Its conclusion, 
where Rossini employs the plagal ca- 
dence, must be heard for all its beauty 
to be comprehended. The Domine Deus, 
a solo for tenor, is full of passion, while 
the Qui Tollis, a duet for soprano and 
contralto, rises to an extraordinary eleva- 
tion of style. 
solo for bass, is followed by a choral 
fugue, Cum Sancto Spiritu, 
for profound science and melodic beauty. 
A decrescendo on the dominant pedal is 
above all remarkable. The Credo is a 
poem of picturesque design. After the 
enunciation of each article of faith, with 
regard to the creation and the coming of 
Christ, the chorus answers ‘Credo.’ In 
the Crucifizus, the soprano yoice re- 
counts the Savior’s sufferings with a 
pathos which brings tears to the eyes. 
In the majestic Hesurrezit there is a 
fugue of colossal dimensions. Both the 
valiant and counter-subject are remark- 


‘able, and the whole effect is sublime. 


The Offertoire, for ochestra, reminds one 
of the eighteenth century by its mel- 
ody, but the harmony is novel and strik- 
ing. The Sanctus, which is preceded by 
a few instrumental chords, is written 
throughout for voices alone. The Ben- 
edictus is one of the most charming mel- 
odic creations of the master, and is sec- 
ond only in the entire work to the Ag- 
nus Dei, a contralto solo with choral res- 
ponses. The latter is sublime.”’ 

To this brief sketch we can only add 
at present certain items of news with 
regard to the work. It appears that 
Sunday last, the day of the first public 
performance, was the seventy-eighth an- 
niversary of Rossini’s birth,* and that 
the mass would have been then per- 
formed at one of the churches but for 
the absurd prohibition against female 
voices. We hear, further, that M. Ull- 
mann has bought the right of perform- 
ance in Italy for 50,000 francs, and: that, 
under M. Muzio’s direction, the work 
will be given first in Milan, afterward in 
the other chief cities of its composer's 
native land. It will be heard in the Six- 
tine Chapel on April Lith, on which oc- 
casion the Pope celebrates the fiftieth 
anniversary of his first mass. With re- 
gard to England, the privilege of a first 
performance has, we understand, been 
secured by the Sacred Harmonie Society. 
The fitness of this arrangement nobody 
will dispute.

(if ever) reconstructed, we hope that one 
of its firet enactments will be the char- 
ter of the railroad from Vicksburg to this 
city by a route that will complete a high- 
way from St. Louis to New Orsleans only 
less important,.than, the Soutnern Pa- 
cific. 


“GOLD FOR COTTON.” 

We learn from the Mobile Price Cur- 
rent, that the Board of Trade of that city 
will covsider the question of ‘‘ Gold for 
Cotton ”’ at its next meeting, and that 
the Chamber of Commerce of New Or- 
leans has it now under advisement. The 
policy is no doubt destined to be adopted 
throughout the South. The argument 
in its favor ie simple and irrefutable. 
_ The New Y. rkers get gold, or its equiv- 
alent in exchange, for all Southern sta- 
pies exported, why notus? The planter 
can settle the question by a line to his 
commission merchant, insistiog upon 
gold, and we bope he will do it. By 
such a course much may be saved to the 
South that is now lost in exchange and 
for advances ; and by a simple and easy 
method the now vexed question of specie 
payment be solved. We suggest that 
our Chamber of Commerce consider this 
question of ‘‘ Gold for Cotton.” 


REDISTRIBUTION Or CURRENCY. 

The influence of New England upon 
the National Legislature is such that it 
is considered doubtfal, by those well up 
in Congressional affairs, whether the bili 
for the redistribution of the currency 
will become a law. It has passed the 
Senate, but will hardly pass the House. 
New Eogland is not yet prepared to do 
the South and West justice. Her profits 
from the over large share of currency 
which she enjoys, under existing laws, 
are too large to be relinquished to eec- 
tions which she seeks to control, not 
alone in respect of capital, but in every 
other in which there is gain. Hence it 
is that she is bending every energy to 
prevent the adoption by the House of a 
hill which proposes to do half justice to 
the Western and Southern S:ates, whose 
population, commerce and products de- 
mand at least that much, and may, in 
the not distant future, enforce more. 
Heretofore Republican Congressmen 
from the West have manifested a dis- 
position, like many of the carpet-baggers 
who now misrepresent the South, to vote 
with and for New England--some truc- 
_eulentliy so, others induced by argu- 
ments not to be resisted by a 
true Radical, others (and by far 
the smallest number) undar the false im- 
preesion that in sodoing they were act- 
ing up to the line of their duty, and 
obeying the demands of a policy based 
upon public necessity. We shall scon 
have an opportunity of judging if this is 
to continue; if the country at large is to 
be crippled in its financial demande, 
made imperative by reason of its growth ; 

deed, to beretarded and impeded in 
that growth, and forever to be tributary 
to the money monopoly of New Eng- 
land. How much the Scuth bas lost for 
want of that fair proportion of capital to 
which her population and commerce en- 
title her, it would be difficult now to 
compute. To say that it would amount 
to fully one fourth ‘the earnings of our 
section since the close of the war would 
be to claim less than the representative 
figures. Here in Memphis, to-day, our 
‘svailable banking capital is not by five- 
sixtbs what it was in 1860, the most ac- 
tive period of our growth, and the most 
promising in our history. Then, there 
was no difficulty in moving the crop, and 
_ supplying at the same time the wants of 


mechanical and manufac- 


| their numbers and efiiciency. 


tiring business. Now there is both. 


Tne crop is moved under great difficul- 


ties, as compared with ten years ago; and 

itis impossible, literally imporsible, for 

any manufacturing enterprise to find en- 

couragement from moneyed institutions. 

And. this is so not because there is avy 

want of disposition by the banks to help, 

but that the money isnot here. Even 

yet, with all our profile from the crop of 
1863, we ere short of funds, and bal- 
ances are still beld by New England 
New York. With our share of the bank- 
ing privileges enjoyed by our more fa- 
vyored brethren of Maseachusetts, and 

the increasing caraings of our psople, in 

a few years we would be independent of 
apy of the contingencies that may now 
be forced upon us by the speculations 
and inflations of the gambiers at the 
\great centers. Anyway, itis due to us 
and to the peSple of the West, that 
there shall be a redistribution of cur- 
rency upon an equitable basis, that 
we may bs abie to retain so 
much of our profits as now go north 
in the shape of discounts and percenta- 
ges. We would rather, were it possible, 
sweep away the whole National Bank 
system in favor of one that would ad- 
mit of the employment of lands acd 
other values as capital, enabling us to 
resume our old-!imea fipancial ease; but 
since that is impossible we must insist 
upon a redistribution that will compel 
New England, ia part, to relax her gr’p 
upon our industries and cur commerce. 


CUBA. 

The Cuba question nears a solution. 
The Chairman of the House Committee 
of Foreign Affairs, (Geo. Banks, of 
Mass.,) with the tuanimous concurrence 
of his fellow members, has reported to 
the House a resolution of sympathy for 
the people of Cuba pledging Congress 
to give its constitutional support to 
President GRANT whenever he may 
deem it expedient to formally recognize 
the independence of the is'and. The 
knowing ones about Washington say 
there is no room to doub‘ the passage of 
such a joint resolution by both houses: 
and that it will be inferpreved, not only 
by the Cuban Envoy, but by the repre- 
sentatives of Spain, as well as those of 
the other European governments, to 
mean immediate recognition; for with 
euch a resolution, joined to his own 
promptings io the matter, but few days 
will be permitted to pass by President 
GRANT before annownacing what is re- 
garded by the press and people of the 
United States as a foregone conclusion. 
As we before stated, the President will 
quote the Monroe doctrine as an offsett 


to European remonstrance ; and Spain, if 


not insolently snubbed, wili receive such 
hiots and admonitions as will serve to 
quiet any belligerent fancies she may 
desire to indulge in. 

While their cause is thus haprily pro- 
gressing in the United States, the insur- 
gents are notidle. Every day increases 
Recruits 
by tbe hundred, and munitions of war of 
every description, are being landed from 
scores of swift-runnipg b!lockadera, said 
to be now as numerous in the: harbor of 
Nassau as during our Jatecivil war, when 
the Confederacy received almcst the 
buik of ita suppiies through that source. 
That nearly all the men, arms, money 
and provisions, thus received by the 
Cubans are from the United States there 
can be no doubt, and as little that it is 
suffered to be so by the Federal Govern- 
ment for the sake of the end which Gen. 
GEANT has had in view ever since his 
nomination to the*®Presidency. The 
days are few that intervene between the 
rebel Cubans and their independence.
